Last year, students got the chance to take part 
in a debate in front of the Mayor of Ipswich, saw 
police take part in a mock riot, and several students 


graduated from a national volunteering initiative that 


will add great weight and value to their future CVs.

We teach a number of Science courses and thanks to 
TV shows like CSI, Dexter, and Line of Duty, course 
numbers for those studying Forensic Science have 
quadrupled in the last few years. 


Our lecturers are passionate about making science 
relevant to their students, and they have a history 
and background of working in the industry. For 
example, one of our lecturers recently appeared 

on a BBC TV crime show as an expert, and he has 
subsequently been interviewed several times on BBC 
Radio Suffolk. 


Students got to take part in a national skills challenge 
where they were given crime scene scenarios to 
review in a time pressured environment. 


In terms of courses, some study with us to help their 
ambitions of entering the health service via our 
Access to Higher Education scheme (see page 64). 
Others study at either level 2 or 3 because they are 
interested in forensic and/or criminal science. 


Both levels two and three courses are taught in our 
science labs and purpose-built mock crime scene 
facilities, which are perfect for picking up new skills 
and examining evidence. 


External company and industry visits will take place 
as you pick up skills that will be tested both in 
practical and written situations. 


Science is currently suffering from a massive skills 
shortage, therefore for those who show 

determination, hard work and quality 

assignments, the potential for 
employment is extremely high.
